“Everybody knows who the first gar* 
dener was, bat unfortunately, none of ns 
are acquainted with the special system 
which he followed, or how far the result 
of exceptional opportunities would have 
given satisfaction to the champions, had 
any such existed at the time, of the rival 
systems of carpet-bedding and free nature. 
The Hon. Alicia Amherst, in a pleasant 
book entitled * A History of Gardening in 
England * (Qnaritch), does not take ns 
back as far as this. As the title of 
the work declares, her researches have 
been limited to a northern land, in 
which the most adventurous of critics has 
never ventured to locate the Garden of 
Eden. Tet she manages to show that 
gardens, and very delightful ones, have 
existed even in this country from com¬ 
paratively ancient times. We are told in 
the first paragraph that nothing worthy of 
the name of horticulture existed in Britain 
before the Roman Conqnest. a somewhat 
sweeping assertion of doubtful validity. 
When the Romans came the science of 
gardening took an immense stride forward. 
From the hands of this wonderful people 
the cnltivation of herbs and Sowers passed, 
after a long interregnum, into those of the 
monks. It was to these ecclesiastics, whose 


duties as physicians to the community msfr 
them keen inquirers into the medical virtaa 
of all kinds of plants, that we owe the firs 
foundation of practical botany. The flow 
garden in this country evolved at a Utedatt 
from the kitchen garden. Probably the 
former had its beginning in jnst such u 
arrangement as may be seen at the prewci 
time in those places where the bed-plot- 
devoted to strictly useful things are hedged 
as an afterthought by clnmps of hardy 
flowers calculated to please the love of 
beautiful colours instinctive in the homo 
mind. From this stage it developed 
through the stately trim gracefulness of 
Elizabeth’s reign to the rigid barbarisms of 
the Dutch system, and only compiratmlj 
lately have we shaken ourselves free of the 
horrors of yew trees ent to represent 
mnstard pots or candlesticks, and flower¬ 
beds portraying nothing so much as badly 
done worsted work. All this is plcanns 
and enrions reading. It might hare be* 
extended in various directions, but is it 
stands it is an addition to a special clan rf 
literature which shows as much as anythin? 
else the genuine advance of the age in the 
direction of good taste and sound judgmaj 
in matters of beauty as well as of utility

NE of the few subjects that will forever preserve freshness and in¬ 
terest is the discovery of America. For over three hundred years 
the greatest uncertainty existed concerning the true landfall of 
Columbus, the island on which he first set foot One would sup* 
pose that all the particulars concerning so great an event would 
have become so generally known at the time as to make any doubt 
or question impossible, and moreover that the discoveries and explorations of two such 
men as Columbus and Americus Vespucius would be recorded and explained so precisely 
that no mistake could be made as to their comparative merits and achievements. And yet 
for generations these questions have engaged the attention of our greatest minds without 
arriving at conclusions that were universally accepted. It was reserved for our generation 
to gather the evidence, much of which had been lost and forgotten in the rapid movements 
of history, on which to base the final decision concerning the island first touched by Coluiu- - 
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bus, and also the evidence on which to determine the propriety of naming the new world 
after Americus Vespucius, who for many generations has been regarded as a wearer of 
stolen honors. This work sets at rest forever that question, and clears the memory' of a great 
man who has been unjustly characterized as an ingrate. It establishes conclusively that 
Americus Vespucius was the discoverer of the continent or main land before Columbus, and 
that he was also the first man to realize the fact that a new world had been discovered and 
not, as was supposed by Columbus, the eastern shores of Asia. The genius and compre¬ 
hensive mind of Americus Vespucius are brought out so strongly by the irresistible power 
and eloquence of facts that they illumine with a new light our readings of those early 
romantic days. 

How it happened that the new-found'eontinent was "named in honor of Americus
